In rtatlng hla views on the admlnlatr*- 
Uon's labor bill, Arthur 8. Oolflberg, »ener»l 
counsel of the CIO. charged that the Talt- 
HarUey Uw hu "turoed the dock back on 
Dromaa In the Held of Indualrlal relations. ^ 
The Inferenc*. oT course. Is that 
means a progress to*-ard better relations 
which was being niado under the laws thit 
preceded Taft-Hartley. 

But Is the Inference really sound? Progress 
In the poUtlcal and sociological IleWs usually 
consists of lateral swing" as well as forward 
movement. One group gains special advant- 
ages and abuses the gain. Steps are taken to 
restore equilibrium. Then advanUge shuts 
to the other group and the process Is re- 
peated. 

Thus, before the Norrls-UOuardla and 
Wagner act, employers had some unfair and 
one-aided privileges. Under those laws the 
privileges ihUled to labor's side. Several Tatt- 
HarUey provisions restored an equality of 
ilgbU In Industrial relations. They made 
labor contracts binding on both parties. They 
jntde-both partial. KlUiUy ^ charges 
of uhfalf labor pracnccj. They restored to 
•mployen tEe"^rlght oT rret (peech on Isbor- 
mattM*. 

Tha TWt-Hartley Uw also granted new 
powen to the Pr*sldent, largely as a conse- 
quence of John L. Lewis' tacUcs. Before the 
Jaw wu passed the President had been able 
' to cope with Mr. Lewis* crippling strikes only 
' br-«cd«rtB|-UM-«owiuiuat,.-un(l£i..hliJ:z^ 
trmowUnaiy wartime authority. Uj seize and 
operate the coal mines. Under Taft-Hartley 
the chief execuUye could ask an InJuncUon 
against any strtke to his broad and looaely- 
deflned wartime powers. 

The Bbeenee of thU provision In the new 
administration bill haa brought protests from 
the bill's opponents and created aame confu- 
sion among Its supporters One of the moat 
obviously confused supporters has been Labor 
Becretary Tobln. 

At first Mr. Tobln aald that the bUl en- 
trusted the prcvenUon of paralyzing strikes 
lo the force of public opinion. Later he said 
that "no President of the United BUtes ever 
Is going to permit the economy of the United 
States to be brought to Its knees by a -great 
national emergency," 

In other words, he admitted that there 
might be a national emergency that public 
opinion couldnt handle. But he did not say 
how a President would pre»ent 11. Neither 
did anyone else, except In a very genereJ way. 
Attorney General Clark said the Presiarnt 
had Inherent and Implied powers to handle 
a strike-Induced natlona.1 paralysis But two 
.-jwreons of such dissimilar viewpoints ai the 
CIO's Mr. Ooldbf n and Senator Tan agreed 
to disagree with the attorney general. 

Mr. Truman hlm-wlf was rather vajrue H*> 
cited Mi. Clark's opinion and counneleiJ re- 
porters to read the constitution. 

The admlnutrauon's labor tilll dearly had 
•ome political msplratlon tn Itj compoalUan. 
But It U now the legal »apecU that are ot Ui- 
terest. Would they really advajic* the rlrx-k 
of progress or would they turn It back from 
where the Taft-Hartley act left It? 

Now that the pattern of the paralyiinK 
nationwide atrtke haj been exfilbUM In 
actual use, are the drflnlllon and ecnp» nf 
the KmntiT^ drtense apalnrt n to be Mt to' 
a Pre.sldent's discretion when the fmrrEency 
arises? Such a-condltlon might me»ii pro- 
greaa to aomP^ut certainly no one would 
want tn see our whole slmrture of rinr pro- 
tertlon baaed upon aurh an unstable fouri- 
Cation.
